LAKE SUCCESS—The unqualified opposition of Great Britain 
to United Nations membership for Israel raised the possibility this 
week that the Jewish State may not win enough supporting votes 
in the*Security Council for its application. 

Sir Alexander Cadogan, British representative to the UN said 


that Great Britain will not vote 
for a state she has not recognized. 
Of the seven votes needed in the 
Security Council before an appli- 
cation can be passed on to the 
General Assembly, the only cer- 
tain positive votes are those of 
the United States, the Soviet Un- 
ion and the Ukraine. 

Definite opposing votes are 
those of England and Syria. In 
the doubtful class are France, 
China, Canada, Colombia, Bel- 
gium and Argentina. 

A United Nations source in 
Stockholm, however, told the N. 
Y. Times that any solution of the 
Palestine problem by the UN 
must start by recognizing that a 
Jewish State exists. 

Count Folke Bernadotte, the 
UN Palestine mediator, is expect- 
ed to offer his proposals for a 
permanent peace to the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly when that body 
opens its regular meeting in Paris 
Sept. 21. 

The Stockholm source said 
that all of Bernadotte’s pro- 
posals were based on the con- 
tention that the existence of a 
Jewish State was not an issue.

Just what functions the MFP 
would continue to handle in the 
aid to Israel field in the U.S. was 
not clear but it was regarded 
as a@ major victory for the ZOA 
opposition that they were on 
an equal footing with the ZOA 
in the eyes of the Israeli Sup- 
ply Mission. 

In an exclusive statement to 
The Post, Yehuda Heliman, Israeli 
journalist who now directs the 
ZOA Israel Equipment Project, 
outlined some of the terms of the 
peace treaty over aid to Israel 
activities. 

Reports that the agreement 
was an uneasy truce were con- 
firmed slightly by a statement 
from Rudolph G. Sonneborn, a 
leader of the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism, and one 
of the founders of the MFP, 

Hellman said that under the 
agreement, MFP will make no 
approach to ZOA districts.

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British And U.S. Jews Blister Sons Of Liberty Boycott Actions 


NEW YORK—An international outburst of cri- 
ticism from both Jews and non-Jews this week was 
directed against the Sons of Liberty Boycott com- 
mittee for its fight against sales of British products 
in the U. S. 

In rapid fire order, these developments marked 
the controversial path of the boycott group, organ- 
ized for the express purpose of forcing a change in 
British policy toward Israel by economic pressure: 

1. Rabbi Eliezer Silver, former president of Ag- 
udas Rabbonim, the Union of Orthodox Rabbis, cri- 
ticized the committee’s activities as wrong from both 
the religious and practical point of view. 

2. The boycott committee extended its picket- 
ing of British films to Boston. 

3. Spokesmen for British Jewish organizations 
denounced the boycott group as “irresponsible,” da- 
maging to Anglo-American relations and »armful to 
the Jewish State. 

4. Sir Alexander Korda, British movie produc- 
er, announced he would stop sending films to the 
VU. S. “until the trouble blows over.” 

5. Eric Johnston, director of the Anglo-Ameri- 
ean Joint Film Council, called the boycott of Brit- 
ish films “unjust.” 

Rabbi Silver made his protest in a letter to “Ev- 
ery Friday,” Cincinnati Anglo-Jewish weekly. 

In the name of the Union of Orthodox rabbis 
and in the name of rabbis “who have recently come 
here from Israel and Europe and in my own name, 
I vehemently protest against the reckless action of 
the irresponsible group which calls itself Sons of 
Liberty Boycott committee,” he wrote. 

Rabbi Silver’s ire was aroused by the act of the 


committee in placing an advertisement in “Every 
Friday.” 

He asserted that “It is enough that we are 
forced to fight against the British policy in Israel 
and we should avoid becoming involved on a world 
wide scale by advocating the boycott of British 
goods on the outside.” 

“Besides, it is against the laws and spirit of 
our Torah to seek to harm those who at one 
time befriended us,” he declared. “Our advocat- 
ing a boycott against British goods can only do 
us harm in the loss of sympathy in many quar- 
ters.” 

Rabbi Silver’s letter indicated he had little faith 
in the arguments of Sons of Liberty leaders that 
the committee was nonsectarian. That argument 
was advanced by former Bergsonite official Johann 
J. Smertenko, chairman of the boycott committee. 
(NJP July 23). 

British Zionists said that the boycott was 
ineffective but that it was imperiling their ef- 
forts to obtain British recognition of the Israeli 
government. They said such recognition was vi- 
tal to the quick solution of the Palestine issue. 

Arnold Levy, a member of the Board of Depu- 
ties of British Jews and a manufacturer of building 
brick, said the boycott was not affecting British ex- 
ports to the U. S. 

The Jewist Chronicle of London was bitterly 
critical, asserting that the boycott “is serving only 
to give the average Englishman the impression that 
New York Jews are seeking to destroy him by 
threatening his lifeline.” ' 

“This does not make any easier the task of se- 









curing the goodwill of people to end an iniquitous 
foreign policy,” the Chronicle editorial said. 


Levy, who said he was an old acquaintance of 
Smertenko, described the boycott leaders as “Is. 
rael’s greatest enemies.” 


Seston Temkin, secretary of the Anglo-Jew- 
ish association, said that boycott tactics had oft- 
en been criticized by the association and “were 
resented by the great majority of British Jews.” 

British Zionist officials said that the boycott was 
an extension of Bergsonite activities but Smertenko 
has insisted to The Post that his former connections 
with the American League for a Free Palestine 
play no part in the boycott activities. 

As the group began picketing Lawrence Oliv. 
ier’s film version of “Hamlet” in Boston, Korda said 
that three of his pictures, which had been released 
by Twentieth-Century Fox for distribution in the 
New York area, had been withdrawn. 

A spokesman for the huge J. Arthur Rank film 
organization said that no change had been made in 
the bookings of Rank films in the U. S. 

The Rank official said that “Hamlet” was doing 
a land office business in Boston, proving that the 
boycott was “completely ineffective.” 

Previously, Herbert Wilcox, another British 
producer, had called the boycott “open warfare.” 

Johnston made his comment on arrival for a 
visit to discuss the situation created by the British 
quota on showing of foreign films in England.

LOS ANGELES—The California Jewish 
Voice charged this week that missionaries of 
a Christian sect have invaded a section of the 
Los Angeles beach popular with Jews and are 
spreading anti-Semitism in their sales talks 
for conversion. 

The Anglo-Jewish weekly said that the 
preaching for converts has already caused 
some fights on the stretch of Los Angeles 
beach called Ocean Park. It said that there was 
a problem of preserving the peace involved 
and called on Los Angeles authorities to take 
action. 

The weekly said that the fact that Ocean 
Park is popular with Jews “apparently 
makes it happy hunting ground for these 
representatives of the Home Missions pro- 
gram of a certain sect.” 

Conceding that there was an issue of “the 
cherished American tradition of free speech 
and freedom of religion” involved, The Voice 
said that there was also an issue of main- 
tenance of peace in the population. 

The paper said that the missionaries call 
to those on the beach to “abandon following 
Stalin,” “end your trust in Wallace,” and simi- 
lar themes,

Describing the missionaries as a “pack of 
busy-bodies,” who “confine their fishing for 
souls to Jewish ponds, who perch their spell 
binders to harangue the passerby, seeking to 
engage him in dispute,” The Voice charged 
that the missionaries were “whether they 
know it or not, the instruments for spreading 
hatred. Their preaching becomes a new mask 
for anti-Semitism.” 


The paper said that in the resulting 
disputes, “the dismissal by a sneer or an 
epithet, cannot but have an irritating ef- 
fect on the bystanders. In fact, several in- 
Stances of fights have already. resulted.” 

“The expressions of faith by these mission 
aries is to be respected,” The Voice said. “That 
they choose the street rather than the church 
is a matter of taste and strictly their business. 

“But when they take to peddling their faith 
to the tune of fights, slanderous implications 
and libelous statements, their conduct becomes 
a matter of concern for the authorities.”

The negotiators for the ZOA, 
according to JWNS, were Jacques 
Torezyner, Joe Greenleaf, Ben 
Braude, Abe Goodman and Ye- 
huda Hellman. Bob Lagunoff and 
Al Robinson were negotiators for 
Materials for Palestine. 

None of the leading spirits in 
the Committee for Progressive 
Zionism, official internal oppo- 
sition to the present ZOA lead- 
ership and major sponsors of 
Materials for Palestine, attend- 
ed the meeting. 

The main points of debate at 
the meeting, the JWNS reported, 
were: 

Two Main Demands 

1. A ZOA demand for unified 
control of all economic activities 
on behalf of Israel including the

collection of materials. 

2. ZOA insistence that party 
politics were to be eliminated 
from such collections and the 
campaign for materials was to be 
conducted on straight economic 
and rehabilitation lines without 
reference to internat struggles 
for party advantage. 

The second point was. the 
hardest to reach agreement on, 
since MFP, Americans United 
for Israel and Americans for 
Haganah all were started by 
CPZ figures. 

The first demand was submit- 
ted on grounds that it implement- 
ed decisions at the July Pitts- 
burgh ZOA convention to the ef- 
fect that with emergence of a 
Jewish State, all aid for Israel 
should be unified. 

Feinberg Said No 

A ZOA demand that Americans 
United for Israel, set up by CPZ 
people as successor to Ameri- 
cans for Haganah, be dissolved, 
has been rejected by Abraham 
Feinberg, a key figure in both 
organizations. (NJP Aug. 13). 

The ZOA won a first round in 
the struggle when Materials for 
Palestine in Philadelphia agreed 
to halt an expansion - program 
and turn over most of its activi- 


ties to the Philadelphia ZOA.

According to the report, riot- 
ers spread through the Jewish 
quarter of the city after the 
quarrel began between the two 
women. 

Officials of Bratislava, which 
was a hotbed of Nazi activities in 
the Munich era, would not com- 
ment. 

The reported outbreak was the 
first since Russia took over Cze- 
choslovakia. 





AJ Committee Asks 
Aid For Arabian Jews 
NEW YORK (WNS)—Jewry 
in the Arab countries “is in dan- 
ger of perishing, unless immedi- 
ate determined anl effective steps 
are taken to strengthen its posi- 
tion,” the Israeli correspondent 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee warned in a report made pub- 
lic this week by Federal Judge 
Phillip Forman, chairman of the 
Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
A.J.C. The process of syste- 
matic, legalized impoverishment 
and ‘declassing’ is in full swing,” 
the report emphasized. “For dec- 
ades, Jewish organizations have 
forgotten Oriental Jewry’s needs, 
except for the provision of a few 
schools.” 





Eastern Zionist 
Dies In New York 

NEW YORK (WNS)—Jacob 
Ish-Kishor, 71, vice president and 
controller of the Eastern Life In- 
surance Company, and a leader in 
the Zionist movement for the 
past 50 years, died here this 
week, 

Ish-Kishor was born in Russia, 
but during the pogroms of the 
1890’s managed to make his way 
to England. He came to this coun- 
try in 1904 and was the founder 
of B’nai Zion, Jewish fraternal 
order, and its secretary until his 
death. He was also secretary of 
the American Red Mogen-Dovid 
for Palestine Inc. He was a for- 
mer member of the executive 
committee of the Zionist Organ- 
ization of America. 





Killer of Two Million 
Hanged in Poland 

WARSAW—The Polish Gov- 
ernment announced the hanging 
this week of Dr. Joseph F. Bueh- 
ler, 44, former secretary of state 
to Dr. Hans Frank, the Nazi gov- 
ernor of Poland. 

The Supreme National Tribun- 
al convicted Buehler last July of 
engineering the murder of more 
than 2,000,000 Jews and deporta- 
tion of an equal number of Poles.

MAGNES SEEKS SUPPORT FOR 
ISRAEL-ARAB CONFEDERATION 


NEW YORK—Dr. Judah L. Magnes, president of the Hebrew 
University, announced support this week for proposals to establish 
a Paletine Confederation of sovereign Arab and Jewish states, with 
Jerusalem as the capital of the confederation. 

Magnes is president of the Ihud Asshociation of Palestine, which 


has pushed a proposal for a bi- 
national state in Palestine. 

He said that a.bi-national state 
would have averted “the blood- 
shed and destruction” of recent 
months but that “we recognized 
the need for dealing with reali- 
ties. The partition of Palestine 
is. today a reality and any propos- 
al for a long range settlement 
must be based on recognition of 
that fact.” 


He said that a confederation 
would end fears,of both sides 
of future domination by the 
other. The confederation would 
come by agreement between Is- 
rael and the as yet unformed 
Arab State in Palestine. 


There would be a coordinated 
foreign policy and measures of 
common defense. Boundaries 
would be determined by negotia- 
tion between the Israeli and 
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Arabs. 
On the touchy issues of immi- 
gration and land _ ownership, 


Magnes would leave that up to 
the authorities of the respective 
states for the next two years, 
Then they would be settled by the 
confederation or the United Na- 
tions. 

The Israel Government is al- 
ready on record that the issue of 
immigration is purely an internal 
affair.

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WHAT NEXT IN AID TO ISRAEL? 
CHALUTZUIT NEEDED BY ZOA 


By M. Z. FRANK 

PPLES for Israel, Bundles for Israel, Culture for Israel, Ju- 
A daism for Israel, Music for Israel, Rags for Israel—every 
body’s doing it. Some organizations for Israel are doing excellent 
work even if they do call each other names in the public press, Oth- 
ers are not doing so well. But they are all “Friends of Israel.” 
Who isn’t? Even those who are not are hiding be- 
hind masks of friendship! 

(I didn’t put in “Judaism for Israel” just for 
fun. Some Jews really want to export Jewish cul- 
ture from America to Israel. Yes, Sir.) 

For many centuries all Jews loved Zion, mourn- 
ed its destruction, prayed for its restoration, longed ~ 
for the Return. But it took the Zionist movement, © 
beginning as a minority group, a mere fifty years 
to create the State of Israel. 

And now that the State of Israel is here, every- 
body is a Friend—including former opponents. How 
much Zionism was there in the JDC, in B’nai B’rith, in the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, only five years ago? And now, look at 
them. 

Zionists create facts in Palestine. Non-Zionists accept them 
without resistance. Anti-Zionists accept these facts after a fight. 

What is there for American Zionists te do now? Just form 
another “Frinds of Israel” organization? Not yet. Not so long as 
the situation in Israel is dynamic and unsettled. There is still plenty 
of work to do, perhaps for a decade, perhaps for a quarter of a 
century. Zionism ceases to be Zionism when it does not stand in 
the forefront of the endeavor for Israel.

HOW ABOUT AMERICAN Jews for Israel? 

The JDC won’t do it; the B’nai B’rith won’t do it; the Ameri- 
ean Jewish Committee won’t do it. 

There are Jews who need Israel, whether Israel needs them 
much or little. Those Jews will be sent there by the JDC, 

But there are certain Jews who do not need Israel very 
badly. Yet Israel needs them. 

Israel today needs the young, healthy, the pure 
of heart, the brave, the pioneer who has American skill and 
the settler who has lived under American institutions and can 
contribute of American habits to the national life of Israel. 

There is the Negev to be built. Its wastes must hear the He- 
brew language spoken with an American accent. There are the 
ranks of the flower of Israel’s youth to be replenished. So many of 
the very finest of them have already fallen in battle. Their places 
must be taken in the work of building the land from which they 
were called away by the war. 

Israel needs American chalutzim. And American Zionism needs 
the movement of American chalutzim to save its soul. 

American chalutziut is not a mere pretty phrase like Jewish 
Culture which everybody talks about and nobody does anything 
about. It is an urgent, a burning need—for Israel and for Ameri- 
ean Zionism. 





* 

FORTUNATELY, A BEGINNING has already been made. A 
very fine beginning. All it needs is to be expanded and fostered. 
Until two years ago, only Labor Zionists and the Labor wing of 
the Mizrachi took chalutziut in America seriously. Since two years 
ago, we have had a General Zionist Chaluziut movement, sup 
ported by the ZOA and Hadassah, 

The boys and girls in that movement represent a somewhat 
different ‘element in American Jwry and have a distinct contribu- 
tion to make to Israel. They are not the graduates of the doctrinaire 
clubs of the Right or the Left, but more characteristically the 
products of Jewish life in America than the other groups. They 
have, as I said, a contribution of their own to make in Israel. 

Not the snobbish, slumming-it attitude of some American Jews 
sbroad; not the arrogant conceit of “we Yankees take over”; not the 
preposterous notion that pioneering is good only for the benighted 
Jews of Poland and Morocco, but that our boys and girls who come 
to Israel must all be bureaucrats and capitalists. Nonsense! It 
takes more skill, more intelligence and certainly more character to 
build a kibbutz than to run a department in a Ministry in Tel-Aviv. 

& 

__AS FAR AS ORGANIZATIONAL and financial support, Gen- 
eral Zionist Chalutzim in America at first were merely Louis Shwe- 
fel’s baby. But he stuck with it, got money from the ZOA and Ha- 
dassah and now that they’ve paid for the training farm, and watch- 
ed grow, they are beginning to like it.

Buenos Aires, capital of Argep. 
tina, has three Yiddish news. 
papers, but not a single kosher 
restaurant. It contains some of 
the finest Jewish schools in the 
world, and they are supported by 
the “Chevra Kadisha”, which 
is usually a burial society, but in 
Argentina seems to serve as the 
central agency for Jewish com.

good many Jewish leaders and Jewish organizations have 
become considerably exercised because of the terms of the 
DP Immigration law passed by the last Congress. The American 
Jewish Committee has ‘declared that the legislation “aims at the 
deliberate exclus#on of Jews, and to a lesser extent, 
of Catholics.” The presidents of eight or nine 
other major groups, including B’nai B’rith and the 
American Jewish Congress, have signed protests 
denouncing the law as restrictive, discriminatory 
and anti-Semitic. The American Council for Ju- 
daism, worried about an inadequate labor supply 
in this country, has likewise urged liberalization of 
the immigration laws. 


All of these groups are apparently unaware 
of a dangerous state of affairs resulting from the 
last D.P. law, and from inadequate screening of 
refugees in Europe. What is needed is not more liberal immigra- 
tion laws. This country needs more carefully restrictive laws— 
AND AT ONCE- 





ONE MAN, ABRAHAM G. DUKER, of New York, has been 
carrying on a vigorous though as yet unfruitful campaign, to awak- 
en Jewish leaders to the dangers of the present law. And the dan- 
ger lies not in the exclusion of Jews and Catholics, but in the ad- 
mission to the United States, under the terms of the law as drafted 
and administered, practically no one but former Nazis, Nazi collab- 
oraors, and Nazi exterminators and hatchet men. 

Duker has drawn up a thorough and well-documented state- 
ment, and the cold, hard facts, most of them from official gov- 
ernment records and files of the Nuremberg trial, pack a terrific 
punch. 

Unlike the Nazi occupation of western Europe, where the 
French, Dutch, Belgians and others bitterly fought the Nazis, hid 
their Jews, and sought to circumvent the conquerors’ attempts at 
group extermination, the occupation of the East, of the Ukraine, 
Poland, and the Baltic states met with considerable cooperation 
from local inhabitants. About two years ago Dr. Jacob Lestchinsky, 
in a scholarly article which he wrote for me in “The New Palestine,” 
called attention to the fact that a proportionately large number 
of western European Jews had survived, whereas the Jews of the 
East had been wiped out almost completely, due to local collabora- 
tion. Duker quotes in detail from official German records the trib- 
utes to the Poles and Balts for their loyalty, their loyalty, their dil- 
igence in the mass murders, their status as volunteers. 

But a single instance of many such quotations from Nazi re- 
ports: “ ... Lithuanians are voluntarily and untiringly at our dis- 
posal for all measures against Jews; some times they even execute 
such measures on their own.” 

When the tide of war turned, these former collaborators 
found it impossible to remain in their native towns and con- 
front their former friends and neighbors, who knew of the 
role they had played. Retreat of the Nazis meant that their 
allies had to go with them. 

Once again the documented case tells of Nazi orders to give 
free passage westward to the “voluntary assistants,” with their 
families. And when the war was over thee people became “politi- 
eal refugees” and crowded into the D. P. camps. It is significant 
that whereas most of the victim slave labor was recruited only 
from among adults, these ex-collaborators are to be found in com- 
plete families, with all their children, as welcomed by the Nazis. 


THESE, THEN, ARE THE PEOPLE who are being carefully 
selected for admission to the United States. Again a typical in- 
stance: Duker reports that not long ago Jewish survivors recog- 
nized in the streets of Fuerth, near Nuremberg, one such collabor- 
ationist. Like all faithful collaborationists he had his family with 
him. He had participated in the massacre of 1700 Jews. “Subse- 
quent to that he drove out other Jews to the mass graves and order- 
ed them to wash the dead bodies and to drink the water.” The 
witnesses made out affidavits, but it did no good, and he continued 
to walk the streets of Fuerth, a free man and a “refugee” from 
eastern Europe. 

Who knows? Perhaps he has already arrived in America under 
the preferred clauses of the D.P. law. Thousands more, trained in 
pogrom and violence, will be streaming here in the months to come, 
infiltrating their foreign language organizations, and giving organ- 
ized American anti-Semitism what it has hitherto lacked: the cour- 
age and the depravity and the know-how of mass killing! 

Duker concludes: “It is one of the cruel ironies of our day 
that the victims, the tormented, exploited and starved, have re- 
turned to their devastated homes, to poverty and privation and 
to totalitarian regimes, while the oppressors and tormentors 
and exploiters ... are to be given the supreme boon of admis- 
sion to the United States by special legislation, which gives 
them every priority over the real victims.”

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Editor, National Jewish Post: 

Carl Alpert wrote a column about a Jewish family 
who reside in a small Ohio community where there 
are no Jews and consequently no Jewish friends for 
their children. 

Those parents are not to be pitied—they are to be 
blamed—blamed for depriving their children of a Jew- 
ish life and Jewish friends. A Jew is advised not to 
reside in a community where there is no doctor. I 
would say second to that, he should not live in a lo- 
cality where there is no Jewish group large enough to 
support a nucleus for Jewish activity, and a teacher 
for their children. 

I do not advocate Jews living only in large cities. 
There are many towns all over the United States 
where Jews can earn a living and enjoy a Jewish 
life as well. 


When a family chooses a location where they will 
work and rear their family, it should be just as im- 
portant to find out the possibilities for their religious 
life as for earning a livelihood. Earning money alone 
is not enough. It is selfish to remain in a locality mere- 
ly because one is earning a living—they could no 
doubt do as well somewhere else—he may earn less 
but all in life is not material good. Jewish companion- 
ship for our children and a Jewish education for them 
means. more than money in the bank. I have heard 
some say they will only stay in a place long enough 
to “make some money”, then move later. They seldom 
do. Twenty years later they have the money—and 
many regrets. 


I speak from experience, for when my husband be- 
came a veterinary doctor, there was an opening fora 
veterinarian in Troy, Ohio. We went to investigate. 
The opportunity for practicing there and earning a 
living was excellent. Having been reared in a very 
orthodox home, and having been active in Jewish life 
in Columbus, Ohio, where I was born and reared, I 
immediately looked around to learn how many Jews 
there were there. We walked into a shoe store and 
sure enough the owner was Jewish. A very nice man 
who told us there was no Jewish activity there at all 
and the nearest Jewish community was Springfield, 
I believe. We vetoed that right away. We had no chil- 


dren at that time but planned to have and I knew that 
was not the place where I wanted to live and rear 
our family. The same was true of Newark, Ohio. New- 
ark may have more Jewish families now, but ten 
years ago there were only a handful—no Rabbi, He- 
brew teacher and no facilities for keeping a kosher 
home (despite Helen Cohen’s arguments, I am proud 
to be an orthodox Jewess and keep a kosher home), 
and living in Newark and looking to Columbus for 
kosher foodstuffs and a Jewish life was not the envir- 
onment I wanted for us or for our children. There 
was no veterinary doctor in Newark at that time and 
it was a very good opportunity to practice there—but 
we were not willing to make the sacrifice necessary. 
We felt there were other locations somewhere in 
thes United States where we could go and both earn a 
living and live as Jews. I want to say it is more dif- 
ficult for a professional man to find a community to 
practice than for a merchant to sell his wares. 


We came to Connecticut. Here in the east the aver- 
age small town has many more Jewish families than 
most Ohio towns of the same population. 


And even in the city where we reside, I was lost 
when we came here. We now have over 100 families— 
quite a few young people came here since the war. 
When we came here the majority were older people. 
There is a very fine synagogue. But there was no 
Rabbi then, no Hebrew School,no Sunday School and 
no Hadassah (in which I had been quite active) but 
there was a large Jewish nucleus. I helped organize 
and was first president of Sr. Hadassah, my husband 
was first president of the local Z.0.A., and I became 
active in Jewih life here and fought (literally speak- 
ing) for a Rabbi and Hebrew School. Many of the 
older members thought the expense of a Rabbi too 
much—they no longer had little children and forgot 
the necessity of a Hebrew School. When I asked one 
older member what we were offered for our member- 
ship in the synagogue, he told me a cemetery lot. 
When you are in the twenties with an infant, you are 
more interested in a school than in a cemetery lot, 
and I worked to that end. Our Jewish population 
grew, the young couples insisted on a Hebrew school 


and Sunday School, and now we are a model Jewish 
community. But there was a working nucleus to be 
gin with. And I might add that every Jew here enjoys 
a good living, despite the fact this is a very anti. 
Semitic community (no Jew can join Elks, Masons 
Rotary, Lions, etc., etc.,) . 

When we came to Connecticut there was a practice 
for sale in a rich community but upon investigation 
we learned there were two Jews there—an M.D, who 
had married a gentile girl and renounced his Jewish. 
ness; and a refugee family. We know it would have 
been a lucrative practice but that was not enough in 
choosing a place to spend the rest of our lives. 

We have two children. We shall never subject them 
to a life in a non-Jewish community. We earn our live. 
lihood almost entirely from non-Jews but I enjoy my 
Jewish friends. I need the synagogue and Jewish life 
as much for us as for our children. “Man cannot live 
by bread alone.” 

One Jewish man once wrote to your paper that he 
was annoyed that the U. J. A. found him but no Rabbi 
was sent to his town where there were two or three 
Jewish families. Is it a Jew’s place to seek Judaism 
or is it Judaism’s place to seek out a Jew? 

If a family insists on living in a non-Jewish 
locality (it must be because the income is good) then 
they can afford to send their children to a good Jewish 
camp every summer so they can have a glimpse of 
Jewishness and Jewish friends at least a few months 
a year. 

I am sure the family Mr. Alpert wrote about is a 
fine family and successful (financially), but they 
could just as well have lived in a town where there 
was a real Jewish community (not necessarily Cin- 
cinnati) and I am sure he would have been just as 
successful for the man is what he is wherever he lives 
and today they would not live in regret. 

It should be the duty of every Rabbi and Jewish ed. 
ucator to advise young people to seek Judaism for 
themselves and their children, and to plant their roots 
at the start where they can gain more than just ma- 
terial good out of life.

HATEVER the arguments may be about the merits of the 

housewives boycott of butchers, the fact remains that high 

meat prices make it not only necessary but good sense to substitute 

less expensive protein in the menu as often as possible. This week, 

we give you some general instructions on fish, as wll as directions 
for broiling and sauteing. 


FISH 

Fresh fish have flesh which is firm and elastic, so that it springs 
back when pressed with the finger. The eyes are bright and clear, 
and the gills bright red. There is no strong, unpleasant odor. 

Fish are divided into two classes: lean or dry-meated, like had 
dock, cod and halibut; and fat or oily-meated, like mackerel, salmon 
and shad. Lean fish are preferable for boiling, because they have 
less tendency to fall apart; fat fish are preferable for broiling, In 
general, however, any kind of fish may be cooked by any method. 
For this reason, no particular variety of fish is specified in the 
following recipes. 


BROILED FISH 

To broil a whole fish: Cut off fins of fish and, if desired, head 
and tail. Wash, and dry well. Split fish down the back, and open 
it out flat. Sprinkle with salt and pepper, and (except in the case 
of salmon) with lemon juice if desired. Place fish on a well greased 
broiler, preferably a wire broiler, with flesh side towards the source 
of heat. If fish is of the dry-meated kind, brush flesh side well with 
oil or butter. Broil on flesh side until well browned, turn and broil 
on skin side just long enough to crisp the skin. Use a pancake 
turner to remove fish from broiler, loosening first one side, then 
the other. Small fish, like smelts, should not be broiled, but fried. 
If desired to broil them, broil them whole without splitting down 
the back. 

To broil fillets: Have fillets cut 1 inch thick, and prepare each 
side according to directions just given for flesh side of a whole fish, 
Broil evenly on both sides. 


FRIED FISH 

Wipe fish for frying as dry as possible. If fish is small, fry it 
whole, after removing fins and. if desired, head and tail; if it is 
large, cut it into thin slices or fillets. 

Pan-Fried or Sauted Fish 

Sprinkle fish with salt and pepper, dip in flour or cornmeal, and 
fry on both sides in just enough fat to prevent sticking. Or dip 
fish in beaten egg diluted with 1 tablespoon cold water, then in 
bread crumbs, and fry.

BRONX PARENTS FIND MANY VALUES 


NEW YORK—tThe theory that parents should 
“go to day camp with their children,” which 
has been pushed for a long time by the New 
york section of the National Council of Jewish 
Women, has been tested by parents of several 
Bronx children and found to be good. 

Mrs. Leon Stern and Mrs. Julius B. Friedman, 
co-chairmen of the Council Day Camp in West- 
chester county, reported this week that parents 
became closer to their children and vice versa 
as a result of the weekly “parents visiting day” 
at the camp. 

The visiting parents not only entered ac- 
tivities with their children but discussed their 
pehavior problems and commented on the ef- 
fects of the visits on the children. 

Mrs. Irving Turkel, a Bronx nursery school 
teacher, said one of her problems had been 
solved by her visit to the camp. She told Mrs. 
Esther G. Shefrin that she and her daughter 
had been very close until the mother had to 
start teaching at the nursery. 

“Then she formed a resentment, thinking 
I was devoting too much time to other chil- 
dren,” Mrs. Turkel said. “Day camp has cured 
her of her brooding and I find that my visits 
here have proved to her that I am interested 
in her activities.” 

The visiting fathers talked as freely about 
the problem of getting along with their children

as did the mothers, the co-chairmen reported. 
Nathan Cohen and Paul Hoffstein joined with 
their wives in talking about their headaches in 
dealing with their offspring. 

Mrs. Shefrin says that in the camp, “we are 
interested not only in the children but in the 
family unit” and she is anxious to have parents 
come out and relax with their children. 

Cohen explained he enjoyed the visits be- 
cause his hours as a fruit store clerk were 
such that by the time he got home his nine- 
year-old son was asleep. Holstein, a Post Of- 
fice clerk, said his work schedule was a little 

better and he had more time to spend with 

his son. 

The discussion emphasized that the neigh- 
borhood problem was larger than merely pro- 
viding a camp for the children. Mrs. Stern said 
that the children of the camp “come from one 
of the most unserviced areas of the East Bronx.” 
There is a Police Athletic League but no play- 
grounds or recreational facilities are otherwise 
available. 

She said that in the camp the younger chil- 
dren were learning how to share. They stitched 
stuffed toys and said “these are for kids like us 
in Europe.” 

Mrs. Stern said that the children were work- 
ing on a project to provide toys for the Sup- 
plies for Overseas Survivors drive.

~ MIZRACHI CHILDREN’S ALBUM 


LACKS ENGLISH 


FOR WIDE APPEAL 


“Shiray Gan,’”’ Hebrew Songs for Children, sung and play- 
ed by Seymour Silbermintz, material prepared by Han- 


nah Harris. 


Two 10-inch unbreakable records, spon- 


sored by the Mizrachi National Education Committee. 


This new album, with its delightful cover, presents a puzzle for 


the reviewer. 


It seems pointless to assume that the album was 


meant for classroom use only. But some of the techniques used 


in the records offer considerable 
mother who wants to add to her 
children’s records something as 
good in Hebrew. 

This review will proceed on the 
theory that the Mizrachi religious 
Zionists prepared the album for 
the general Jewish public. 

The first barrier to wide- 
spread use of “Shiray Gan” by 
Jewish mothers is the absence 
of English in the records. What 
English there is has been 
placed on the inside covers of 
the album which contain some 
explanatory material. , 

There is a key to pronunciation 
listed and then some notes on 
each record. For example, for 
part I (the first record side) a 
note is printed, addressed to chil- 
dren, like this: “Here are some 
songs you will enjoy. Listen to 
them and you will learn to sing 
them, too. The first is a song 
of greeting.” 

Then follow the Hebrew words 
spelled out in English characters 
and across the page, the same 
words in Hebrew. But nowhere is 
there a translation of the words. 

The songs ere simple and 
charming, and if the goal is to 
teach a child simply to sing cer- 
tain melodies with certain words 
(whether the child learns the 
meaning of the words or not) this 
album is a pleasant way to do it. 
But normal children are in- 
tensely curious and most U. S. 





difficulties for the young Jewish 
collection of excellent non-Jewish 





Jewish parents, even those strug- 
gling to follow some Jewish prac- 
tices, do not know Hebrew. Cer- 
tainy the vast majority of native- 
born U.S. Jews do not include 
many who could translate even 
this elementary Hebrew. 

The album also does not match 
the skill with which non-Jewish 
albums convey excitement and 
drama at the child’s level. The 
wide. use of orchestral sound ef- 
fects, of different voices at con- 
trasting keys for different charac- 
ters and of sharply-defined narra- 
tives have given such non-Jewish 
albums great appeal to children 

Silbermintz sings in a pleasant 
voice but makes little effort to 
use the opportunities (as on part 
1 when: he sings a song about a 
bird and on part 3 when he sings 
about a train) for catching the 
childish listener’s attention with 
some realistic imitations. 

Problems of costs are involv- 
ed here, of course, and the pi- 
ano on which Silbermintz ac- 
companies himself is vastly 
less expensive than evena few 


instruments. Unfortunately, 
however, it is also much less in- 
teresting. 


Another shortcoming may ap- 
ply only to this review copy. 
Children’s records generally are 
played on small hand-wound rec- 
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ord players, since most parents do 
not care to have childish fingers 
exploring the mechanisms of ex- 
pensive reproducing sets. The 
small sets do not reproduce well 
and it is important that the rec- 
ords be very clearly defined. 


In that respect, the review copy 
presents difficulties. Part 3, par- 
ticularly, is badly blurred and 
some of the Hebrew syllables do 
not come through at all, even on 
the exceptional reproducing in- 
strument used by the reviewer. 

For families in which Hebrew 
is widely used and in which chil- 
dren are exposed to the language 
as a normal part of family life, 
“Shiray Gan” will be a welcome 
addition to entertainment for 
children. For most U.S. Jewish 
families, however, some integra- 
tion into the records of English 
explanatory material would have 
added much to the value of this 
album.

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- ROTH'S STORY OF “DONA GRACIA” 
FINE HISTORY, BUT WHERE'S DONA‘

wish to report on a most exasperating book “Dona Gracia” b: 

the noted historian, Cecil Roth, which purports to be a biog- 

raphy of “perhaps the most noteworthy Jewess in all history.” Bu 
it doesn’t tell us a thing about the personal life of the subject—wha 
she looked like, how she spent her leisure, what heart interest sh: 
may have had after the early death of her husband. 

Yet the book is well worth reading and I doubt that Dona Grac. 
ia’s claim to greatness will be disputed by anyone. 

Historian Roth has uncovered so much material connected with 
this 16th century Marrano who helped so many of her people escap« 
the Inquisition that we can but wish we knew her better. As it is 
we do know that the lady traveled from Portugal across Europe to 
Turkey where she joyously threw off her enforced Christianity to 
spend her remaining years as a practicing Jewess; that she ably hel 
the reins of her deceased husband’s vast banking and trading busi- 
ness, the House of Mendes; that she was called the “Crowned Lady,” 
the dominant peronality in Jewish Affairs in the Turkish Empire: 
and that during and after her flight to freedom she helped many o 
her fellow Marranos reach the Turkish haven and revert to Judaism. 

In reviewing “Dona Gracia” for the Miami Jewish Floridian, 
Harry Simonhoff describes her as “virtually the Joint Distribution 
Committee of her day,” not a bad simile. 

A great part of the worth of the book, since Dona Gracia mus 
remain a veiled, fragmentary figure, is Cecil Roth’s enthusiastic 
and able telling of the Marrano saga. 

Marranos, you’ll recall, were the Jews of Spain who were forcec 
to embrace Christianity or be burned at the stake. For years—some 
even for centuries—they remained secretly loyal to their Judaism 
A strange contrast with today, when Jews are allowed freedom tc 
worship and many deliberately hide their Jewishness. 

According to Dr. Roth, the literal translation of the word Mar. 
rano, which the “New Christians” were called, was “pig.” No other 
people less deserved such a name. Loyal, devoted, courageous, quick 
to help their fellow-sufferers—and Dona Gracis Gracia is the symbo. 
and shining example of them all.

Parents Urged Support 
Jewish Education Month 

NEW YORK—(WNS)—Promi-

Certainly he has no ene- 
mies; and his Zionism and his 
service to the cause are unques- 
tioned. 


Just what Rabbi Miller would 
do or is doing to advance his 
candidacy, I don’t know, but as 
for Daniel Frisch he is not and 
dees not intend to make any 
attempt to deprive him of his 
lifelong ambition lying down. 
That could mean a split in the 
administration, and certainly 
the administration doesn’t care 
fer any internal dissension 
while it faces opposition on the 
outside in the CPZ. 


Anyway, that’s the present sit- 
ulation, and I’m not indulging in 
any fanciful thinking either.

FOR SOME TIME NOW I have 
been concerned with a problem 
which I would like to take up 
with you here. It’s the plight of 
the refugee rabbis who have 
made their home in the United 
States. I know almost nothing 
of the situation of Conservative 
or Orthodox rabbis who are now 
trying to continue their calling 
in the United States, but I am 
well acquainted with the difficul- 
ties of the Reform Rabbis who 
fled to this country to escape Hit- 
ler.

Yet when it comes to finding 
pulpits, they either are ignored 
entirely or offered minor pulpits 
in small, out of the way com- 
munities. 


In another time, the slight ac- 


cent of these men (and some 
have no accent at all) might have 
been considered a distinguishing 
mark; today it is a great liability, 


probably because the Rotary or 
the Kiwanis club does not ap- 
prove it. 

I know personally of only one 
German refugee rabbi who occu- 
pies a major pulpit. He is Rabbi 
Joachim Prinz, of Newark, N. J. 


Other than him, as far as I 
know, the refugee rabbis have 
scattered in small communities 


or in Hillel foundations, or out 
of the active rabbinate altogether. 
These men are outcasts, not 
alone for the present, but for as 
long as they live. They will al- 
most never be considered for any 
pulpit that an HUC or a JIR man 
desires. 


So I address my plea, not 
alone to the average reader, but 
more specifically to the board 
member or the president of a 
congregation, I could make my 
plea on the basis of the bargain 
prices for which these men will 
fill your pulpits, but that’s too 
mercenary. I only urge you 
to broaden the base of your 
choice and take a fair attitude 
towards the refugee _ rabbis. 
Give them a chance. They do 
not deserve to be punished 
further. They are good men, 
worthy men. They ask only 
for a chance to serve,

IS is the time when the Jewish teach- 

ers issue their appeals to Jewish par- 
ents to enroll their children in religious schools 
for the coming year. Many of the appeals are 
stereotyped and based almost totally on the 
divine-injunction to teach the Torah to our 
children. Others of the appeals combine that 
holy injunction with a self-interest appeal to 
the parents. 

If The Post were inclined to join in with 
an appeal of its own, it would not ignore the 
divine commandment to teach the children, but 
it would stress the necessity for Jewish chil- 
dren to know why they are Jewish. 

Probably there are no unhappier persons 
than those Jews who today are ashamed of

No longer does the parent have the excuse 
that the Jewish religious schools are models 
of everything that is wrong with pedagogy, 
Today in most cities, the Jewish schools are 
in the forefront of every proven innovation 
in child training, with most or many of them 
using the services, whether volunteer or paid, 
of trained psychiatrists.

Let me first reassure Car] Al- 
pert that “considerable more than 
twenty alumnae, graduates and 
students who satisfactory fill re- 
quirements of an intensive Jewish 
Education” have not been sent to 
me. I am anxiously waiting for 
their names as I would be pleased 
to give them free subscriptions to 
Hebrew magazines to encourage 
them for further study. 


Carl Alpert’s constructive sug- 
gestion is “to analyze critically 
and seriously the goal of Jewish 
Education and the extent to which 
these goals are being reached in 

ir respective communities.” 
This is the crux of the entire prob- 
lem, Who shall take the initiative 
and who shall make the analysis? 
Twenty short years ago, the board 
of Jewish Education which leads 
the Talmud Torah had a fair per- 
fentage of members who were 
stidents themselves. A fair per- 
fentage of the members were in- 

ed in Jewish Education for 
themselves and their own chil- 


The number of such valuable 
members has decreased and those 
remaining with us have been con- 
sciously eliminated through in- 
trigues and politics from such in- 
stitutions. It is easier for a dir- 
ector of a Bureau to have a board 


without knowledge or with very 
little knowledge on subject of 
Jewish Education. The _ institu- 
tion runs more smoothly when 
members of such a board visit 
the institution only for “exhib- 
ition examination” and have no 
interest to drop in at any time. 
It is not surprising to find an in- 
stance where a director of Bureau 
elects his own board and the board 
members are subject to his ap- 
proval.

INDIVIDUAL OLYMPIC TITLES 


LONDON—FEighteen __ different 


countries—Israel excluded 


were represented by one or more Jewish athletes in 15 individ 
and five-team events in th 14th Olympiad. a: 
Five individual Olympic titles were won by Jewish athletes, 
ac. 


including two from the United States. Jewish competitors 


counted for one second place, one 
third, one sixth, one eighth, and 
one ninth place in individual 
events. 

In team events, Jews helped 
Denmark place fourth in epec 
fencing and Canada ninth in 
basketball. The records were 
compiled by the World Federa- 
tion of YMHA’s and Jewish Com- 
munity centers’ through its 
American and British members, 
the Jewish Welfare board and 
the Association for Jewish Youth 
of Great Britain. 

Israel was unable to send any 
male athletes because of their 
army duties. Two women who 
were sent to the games were re- 
fused permission to participate 
when, the Olympics committee 
bowed to Arab threats of a walk- 
out. 


Jews who won Olympic titles 
were: Miss Micheline Ostermeyer, 
France, who tossed the discus 
137 feet 6% inches and the shot 
put 45 feet and 1% inches for a 
double win; Ilona Elek, Hungary, 
women’s foils, retaining her 1936 
championship; Henry Wittenberg, 
New York City policeman, who 
outfought the world’s best to take 
the Olympic light heavyweight 
free-style wrestling chamiponship, 
and Frank Spellman, of York, Pa., 
who set a new Olympic record in 
winning the middleweight weight- 
lifting title. 

Stephen Seymour, of Los An- 
geles, finished second in the jave- 
lin throw, with a toss of 221 feet 
7% inches. James Fuchs, of Yale, 
finished third in the shot put with 
a mark of 53 feet 10% inches. 
Margaret Elek, Hungary, a sister 
of Ilona Elek, was sixth in the 
women’s foils. Irving Mondschein, 
of New York University, took 
eighth place in the decathlon 
while Norman Lewis, also of New 
York, placed ninth in the men’s 
epee event. 

Dr. Ivan Ossier, of Denmark, 
who was a second place winner in 
the 1912 Olympiad, led the Dan- 
ish swordsmen to a fourth place 
in the epee team event. The Can- 
adian basketball team, half of 
which was made up of players 
from the Montreal YMHA, fin- 
ished ninth.

If you care to know in what 
state of the Union the city of 
Ebenezer is situated, I should tell 
you that it stands in the great 
sate of Alatheia.

He entered a happy Jewish com- 
munity where Judaism was a 
way of life that meant even more 
than being regular at the syna- 
gogue services. 


It had to do with being a re- 
spected member of the whole 
community of Ebenezer, with go- 
ing along, with a devoted spirit, 
in all the things that concerned 
truth and good and beauty in Eb- 
enezer. A rabbi could feel great- 
ly comforted to come among 
Jews to whom Juadism meant 
that much. And, indeed, Rabbi 
Feingold was a happy man. The 
Judaism of Ebenezer was exactly 
in line with his own ideas. In 
Ebenezer he could feel fulfilled 
as a rabbi. 


The Jewish community of Eb- 
enezer took to Rabbi Feingold as 
he took to it. He was a friendly 
man. He was deep in Jewish lore 
but because he was so friendly 
nobody ever could feel afraid of 
getting too close and falling into 
his profundity. He knew and 
loved people as he knew and lov- 
ed Torah and Talmud. They 
could play bridge with him and 
they could go to him with their 
troubles. He seemed to know all 
the answers. What to do about 
the errant son? What to say to 
the daughter who was about to 
make a mistake of matrimony? 
How to hold together the man 
and wife who were about to 
break up? 


Rabbi Feingold in time became 
as monumental in Ebenezer as 
the fine old synagogue, like the 
splendid Ark of the Law. The 
idea of Rabbi Feingold ever leav- 
ing Ebenezer (except to depart 
for his earthly rest) was as re- 
mote as the synagogue itself 
suddenly collapsing and falling 
into dust.

TOLERANCE GROUPS IN U.S. MISSING 
REAL TARGET, ANALYSIS INDICATES 


By BEN GALLOB 


HERE are at least 700 organizations in the United States busy 


promoting better relations between minority groups. 


What 


are they doing, how are they doing it, just exactly how useful are 
their expensive and far-flung activities? 
This is an important matter for U. S. Jews, possibly the most 


heavily self-taxed group in the 
United States. The struggle 
among U.S. Jewish defense agen- 
cies, for example, is fundamental- 
ly a good deal more than simply 
a fight for more prestige, more 
money, more power. 

If persuasion is a vital in- 
strument in making it possible 
for Jews and non-Jews to get 
along in our society—and the 
only alternative is some form 
of coercion which is impossible 
—then it is important to get 
the answers to these ques- 
tions. 

The amount of money spent by 
Jewish-supported inter - group 
agencies is staggering. Is the 
money being spent wisely; is it 
producing the results which Jews 
have a right to expect? 

Some Answers 

Some indirect answers to these 
questions are contained in an ex- 
pert summary of the work of all 
inter-group agencies in the U. S. 
The summary is contained in an 
article “Can Public Relations 
Help Reduce Prejudice?” in the 
fall, 1947, PUBLIC OPINION 
QUARTERLY, by June Blythe, 
former information director of 
the American Council on Race 
Relations. 

Miss Blythe’s judgment, after 
studying all available reports on 
the work of the inter-group agen- 
cies is this: 

The best that can be said for 
the work of these agencies is 
that they have by and large 
failed to analyze their market 
and are directing untested ap- 
peals at groups which in gener- 
al already believe in their pro- 
grams. 

Miss Blythe’s basic premise is 
that general public relations 
works in a favorable climate be- 
cause publicity men work within 
accepted patterns. Such public re- 
lations simply accepts prevailing 
codes of behavior. It tries to per- 
suade people to use airplanes in- 
stead of trains but it doesn’t try 
to persuade people not to travel 
at all. 


Tolerance Ain’t Popular 


But “organizations working 
toward democratic ethnic - rela- 
tions are attempting to move peo- 
pie in directions opposite to both 


personal prejudices and approv- 
ed social patterns.” 

Since prejudice is an integral 
part of our culture, and “our so- 
cial institutions not only encour- 
age functional use of prejudice 
and make it next to impossible to 
behave in an unprejudiced man- 
ner,” the question arises: 

Have inter-group agencies 
taken full advantage of exist- 
ing techniques to fight hate and 
intolerance and have they met 
the challenge of an unfavorable 
climate for their work by de- 
veloping new and clever tech- 
niques? 

The answer in general is a def- 
inite no. 

A 10-page questionnaire was 
sent to all known organizations 
by the American Council on Race 











Relations. It asked detailed in 
formation on what media were 
used by the groups and what au- 
diences were reached. The pe 
riod studied was the nine months 
from Sept. 1, 1945 to June 1, 
1946. ‘ 
Sample Representative \ 
The returns were a representas 
tive sample of the various organ- 
izations in respect to size, groups 
involved, geographical distribu. 
tion and so on. They covered 
everything from the small town 
or neighborhood group working 
for better relations to the Amer 
ican Jewish Committee and the 
National Association for the Ade 
vancement of Colored People. 


The most widely used media 
are pamphlets and public 
speakers. Most of the agencies 
used the general press and also 
produced their own periodicals, 
newsletters and direct mailing. 
These latter media were used 
very sporadically. 


The least used were radio and 
films. Advertising is used so lit- 
tle in this field that those making 
the survey didn’t bother to ask 
about it, 


Indirect media included a great 
deal of effort to influence opin- 
ion through group leaders and om 
ganizations in other fields. Miss 
Blythe comments _ sardonically 
that “it would be hard to find a 
public figure other than a poll 
tax politician who has not at 
some time or other at the be 
hest of an inter-group organiza- 
tion, stated publicly that Ameri 
cans ought to treat each other 
like Americans.” 





Legislation Sought 

The third class is aid-to-action 
techniques. These include legisla- 
tion, cooperation and defense ac- 
tivities. Jews are well acquainted 
with the battles of the American 
Jewish Congress and the Nation- 
al Community Relations Advis- 
ory Council in the field of fair 
employment and other anti-dis- 
crimination laws. 

Cooperation most often take 
the forms of supplying educatione 
al materials to schools, social 
agencies and government depart- 
ments. Defense activities ranged 
from the militant battles for Ne 
groes caught in the toils of south- 
ern race violence “to the quiet 
persistence with which the anti- 
Defamation League follows and 
documents the movements of nas 
tive fascists.”

From a political standpoint, all 
was confusion.

At the second day’s session 
Maj. Gen. Van Horn Mosely— 
one-time white hope of U.S. fasc- 
ists—upset the applecart by ad- 
vocating the Dewey-Warren GOP 
ticket. 

The whole thing also was a 
flop from the standpoint of rais- 
ing cash. The flow apparently was 
a trickle, although there were 
all sorts of appeals, including a 
large table loaded with anti-Semi- 
tic and anti-Negro literature. 
Prices were graded for all sizes 
of pockebooks but the “take” ap- 
peared to be a small one. 

Money was Gerald’s goal, clear- 
ly, and while he said he had been 
doing pretty well for himself so 
far, saving the country in a small 
way, he was after the big money 
now that he would lead a national 
party to do the job thoroughly.

Expressing Ethics of Judaism 





BAECK PLAN FOR AID TO BOTH 
JEWS AND ARABS WINS SUPPORT 


LONDON—Sponsors of a plan to provide means of sending 
Jewish women to Palestine to relieve suffering among both Jews 
and Arabs as a non-sectarian program said this week that they 
had received strong public support. 

The program was launched by Dr. Leo Baeck, Norman Bent- 


wich and Victor Gollancz as an 
expression of the “ethics of Ju- 
daism.” 

H. F. Rubinstein, a dramatist 
who is acting as treasurer, said 
that more than 100 replies had 
been received but that the ap- 
proximately $6,000 needed to 
set the plan in operation has not 
yet been subscribed. 

Rubinstein said contributions 
were coming in from both Jews 
and non-Jews. He said the orig- 
inator of the idea was Gollancz, 
who felt that Jews were no longer 
linked with Judaism or the ethics 
of their religion but only with 
“materialistic nationalism.” 

A group who agreed with Gol- 
lancz suggested formation of a 
Jewish Society of Friends sim- 
ilar to the Christian Quaker move- 
ment. Dr. Baeck said the group 
should give practical expression 
to their ideas and the project to 
send a group of Jewish relief 
workers who would aid Jews and 
Arabs without regard to political 
considerations, was developed. 

Rubinstein said the proposal 
was intended also as an attempt 
at reconciliation between Arabs 
and Jews. He said that the at- 
tempt might be premature but 
that “it must be made.”

Forrest Warren of the San Diego Journal 
was the center of this remarkable experience 
in journalism which began when Rabbi M. 
Bergman of San Diego, became ill. 

Warren and the rabbi were good friends 
and one day they met in a restaurant and 
Warren made the customary inquiries about 
the rabbi’s health. 

Rabbi Bergman remarked that the doctors 
had set his passing for November but that they 
had changed their minds and that he expected 
to live until the first of the year. 

Warren had not heard of the spiritual lead- 
er’s serious illness and thought he was joking. 

“And while we are talking about dying, I 
want to make a request right now,” the rabbi 
told the reporter. “If you have anything nice 
to say about me, say it now. No eulogy, please.” 

Warren, a little startled, said, “Do you mean 


now so you can read it?” 

When Rabbi Bergman nodded, Warren 
hauled out his paper and pencil and asked 
the usual information for a death story, giy 
thinking it was a joke, Warren printed the 
“obituary” in his Friendly Moments column 
in his paper. 

He received some telephone calls later from 
Rabbi Bergman, who said, “I guess my fri 
liked your story. I’ve had several calls.” 

Rabbi Bergman resigned from his pulpit and 
was succeeded by Rabbi Morton J. Cohn, Rabbj 
Bergman died a few months later and the syna. 
gogue was not big enough to hold all those who 
wanted to come.

Later, talking to fellow reporters, he re 
marked, “I cannot tell you the strange feeling” 
I had when I heard Rabbi Cohn read my 
story that had been published more than 19 
months before.

Launch Pension Plan 
For Orthodox Rabbis 


NEW YORK — (NJP) — The 
Rabbinical Council of America 
this week announced a plan to 
provide old age security for Or- 
thodox Rabbis who are members 
of the organization. 


Rabbi Morris Max, executive 
vice president, said the aim of the 
plan’ was to eliminate “the trag- 
edy that occasionally occurs in 
Orthodox congregations whereby 
older rabbis who have given a 
lifetime of service to the Jewish 
community, are left stranded and 
forsaken when they have to make 
way for a younger rabbi.” 


The pension and insurance plan 
provides for monthly annuities at 
the age of 65 as well as life in- 
surance. Congregations pay an an- 
nual premium for that purpose. 

The plan will be administered 
by a Jewish Board of Trustees. 
Details of the size of the annui- 
ties or the number of congrega- 
tions which have accepted the pro- 
gram were not disclosed. 


Amman Arab Mee! 
Plans Unified War 


TEL AVIV, Israel—An Israeli 
spokesman charged this week 
that some of the Arab states 
were meeting at Amman, capital 
of Transjordan, to plan new at- 
tacks on the Jewish State. 


A spokesman at Amman said 





‘that high Arab officials were 


meeting to discuss unification of 
all Arab armies for a coordinated 
fight if full-scale war was re- 
sumed. 


It was reported that King Ab- 
dullah of Transpordan demand- 
ed a merger of the armies of 
Egypt, Iran, Saudi Arabia, Leb- 
anon, Yemen, Syria and Trans- 
jordan, with Abdullah in con- 
trol. 

Other reports indicated that a 


merger actually had been ar- 
ranged between Transjordan and 


Syria armies. Observers discount- 
ed both that report and the possi- 


bility of any real fighting unity. 
They argued that the same fac- 
tors which had prevented the 
Arab states from putting any sub- 
stantial numbers of their best 
fighters into the field were oper- 
ating more strongly now than be- 
fore after the beating the Israeli 
have handed to the invaders.

UN COUNCIL DUCKS DEMAND

The Congress had asked for a special committee to investigate 
attacks on Jews in Syria, Leb- 
anon, Aden, Bahrein Island and

“With the connivance and some- 
times the approval of the Gov- 
ernment, the Jews in Egypt have 
been the victims of a series of 
acts of violence and persecution 
by legal and economic discrimin- 
ation,” the Congress said in a 
statement to the UN body. 

“Hundreds of.Jews have been 
murdered and injured in mob at- 
tacks and there have been mass 
arrests and imprisonment of Jews 
in concentration camps without 
charge or trial,” the statement 
said. 

The Congress charged that 150 
Jews were done to death and hun- 
dreds wounded in Cairo during 
June and July. 

(The U. S. State Department 
announced that it had been in- 
formed by its consulate in Cairo 
that suspects in the murder of 
Stephen Haas, a Philadelphia 
Jew, would be placed on trial 
soon. Haas was knifed to death 
the the July riots that followed 
the Israeli bombing of Cairo.
